some guy was getting all set to kick a goal from the field. Hell’s Bells! 

So there you have the three distinct schools of football appreciation: the Before, 
During, and After, all valid and each capable of being ably sustained by its proponent. 
Together, they give an outline of the symptoms which affect the male mind during 
the months when the gridiron becomes our national emblem.
